Report of the. Library ‘Trustees. 


ro rs 


The interest of New Hampshire in its library work is highly 
commendable. We received a letter from the State Librarian, 
dated at Concord, April 1, 1896, requesting a complete set of our 
‘printed catalogues, reports and other publications.’’ In response, 
a package of duplicate copies of our town reports was sent: him. 
He replied : | 

“T have the town reports of Newfields which you so kindly sent 
this library. I find upon examination that we now lack only the 
years ’61, ’66, ’73, ’74, and all previous to 1859. I should be 
very glad to be able to complete the set. Any aid you can render 
will be greatly appreciated. ARTHUR C. CHASE, Librarian.” 

The use of the State Library, with access to many of its books 
by express, was offered to our townsmen, Dec. 21, 1896, through 
the library trustees, under proper regulations. 

We sent our representative to the Convention of State Libra- 
rians at Manchester, January 27, 1897. Such consultations will 
work ,for the greater efficiency of our state and town library sys- 
tem. 

The pupils in our schools are learning to use the cyclopzedias, 
histories, and other books of reference in the library. 

We have been able for the first time to pay a money stipend for 
the care of the library. Hitherto, this great service has been a 
labor of love, otherwise uncompensated. 

Including donations and purchases, 82 books have been added 
to the library the past year. It now contains 1,348 volumes. 

Thirty applications for cards have been received since the last 
report.

Report of School Board, 1896-7. 


The annual meeting of Newfields School District was held in the 
town hall*on the evening of March 14, 1896. ‘The meeting was 
called to order at 7 o’clock p. M., by Christopher A. Pollard, clerk 
of the district. The following officers were chosen and qualified 
for the ensuing year: Daniel C. Langlands, moderator; Chris- 
topher A. Pollard, clerk; Charles H. Sanborn, treasurer; Frank 
C. Neal, auditor. 

William H. Conner was elected a member of the School Board 
for the ensuing three years. 

The School Board met at the town office for organization, March 
19, 1896. ‘The following sub committees were chosen: Augustus 
W. Richards, on Piscassic school; William H. Conner, on finance 
and repairs; James H. Fitts, on superintendence, text books and 
supplies. William Pease was duly appointed truant officer for the 
year ensuing. It was thought best to employ the selectmen as 
agents of the district to enumerate the school children in town, and 
suitable blanks were suggested for their use. It was voted to open 
the several schools in town thirty-two weeks each, and to pay the 
same wages as last year. Applications from teachers were re- 
ceived. ‘The following teachers were approbated for their respective 
schools: Harriet E. Sanborn, for the Primary school; Elizabeth 
H. Richards, for the Grammar school; and R. Althea Todd for the 
school at Piscassic.' Matters pertaining to the renewing of the 
blackboards and to the tuition of pupils from out of town were dis- 
cussed. 

Satisfactory bonds of Charles H. Sanborn as treasurer of the dis- 
trict were placed in the hands of the School Board March 20, 1896. 

The law provides that “School Boards shall file with the select- 
men on or before the first day of August in each year their reports 
to their respective districts ; * * they shall send to the superintendent 
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of public instruction copies of their annual reports and answers pro- 
posed by him relating to the schools in their district; the school 
year shall begin with the fall term.’”” ‘The items filed with the se- 
lectmen and reported to the state superintendent, August 1, 1896, 
are presented later in the general summary. 

The April enumeration of school children in town between the 
ages of six and sixteen gives us 81; boys 39, girls 42. Twenty- 
one pupils have been vaccinated. One truant has been placed in 
the state Industrial School. a 

The Duntonian system of penmanship has been exchanged for 
the Educational System of Vertical Writing. This plain, legible, 
business style has many advocates, and is being quite generally 
adopted. . 

Several interesting books of supplementary study have been 
placed on the school desks, to the great delight of teachers and 
scholars. A few books have been sold at cost to pupils wishing to 
purchase them for their own use. ‘The text-books now in use are 
Harrington’s speller, Franklin readers, Patterson’s grammars, But- 
ler’s geographies, Wentworth’s arithmetics, Barnes and Swinton’s 
histories, Meservey’s book-keeping, Hutchinson’s physiology, Hill’s 
rhetoric, Wentworth’s algebra, Mowry’s civil government, Well’s 
natural philosophy, Allen and Greenough’s Latin grammar. 

Certificates of scholarship, good moral character and capacity 
for government were granted the several teachers on Sept. 1, 1896, 
as required by Jaw and operative for one year. 

Our young people find it hard to give up their accustomed May 
Day for later Arbor Day, especially when the latter falls on Satur- 
day.

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When this polite letter was presented by a large delegation of 
enthusiastic students of natural history, it received of course an 
affirmative answer, and April 28 was May Day for the Grammar 
school. es 
Other schools felt justified in speedily following their good ex- 
ample. 

All the schools met in the town hall May 9g, for social and rhe- 
torical exercises. A good number of scholars and their friends 
were present. The program was under the charge of the Friday 
Literary Society. The session opened with recitations and with 
reading of the Scholar's Weekly, Vol. 1, No. 3. This was followed 
by three recitations by students from Piscassic. ‘The closing act 
was an exhibition of Indian remains and relics.. ‘These chipped 
flints and grooved implements are to be placed in the N. H. Col- 
lege of Agriculture and the Mechanic Arts at Durham. 

The school at Piscassic enters with enthusiasm upon the observ- 
ance of Patriot’s Day. Sixteen visitors were present to enjoy the — 
interesting and patriotic exercises of May 2oth. 

Fourteen pieces of patriotic song, recitation and declamation 
were given by the Center schools in Odd Fellows Hall, on Memor- 
ial day, May 30. A procession was then formed of veterans, 
scholars and citizens, which marched to the cemetery to decorate 
the graves of our fallen heroes. 

By appointment of Governor Busiel, Labor day fell on ‘Mondaye 
Sept. 7. A few families visited the beach, and the autumn term of’ 
school opened the next day. 

~The Teachers Association-of New Hampshire is designed for the 
improvement and inspiration of the teachers, and so of the schools 
of the state. Two of our teachers availed themselves of the privil-. 
ege of attending the meeting at Dover, Oct. 30 and 31. 

Mr. J. J. Tasker appeared before the Friday Literary Society, 
Dec: 10, and delivered a beautiful and. patriotic address of great 
interest. Subject: The Constellation of Liberty. It was a well 
written ‘and well delivered address. Large gatherings should have 
the privilege of hearing it. With its accompanying song it would 
grace assemblies of the Grand Army of the Republic. Other sim- 
ple lectures on the stars and constellations were given to the 
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Center schools on the evening of Jan. 7, and at Piscassic, Jan. 12,

The program included reading, spelling, compound numbers, in- 
terest, recitation of pieces, dialogues and reading of the /yscassic 
Reporter. The schoolroom was finely decorated. Portraits of 
Washington and Lincoln were placed on the wall, and shelves for 
the school library were put in the windows. About a dozen visi- 
- tors were present. 

The Center schools held a public exhfbttion in the town hall 
June 29, 1896. ‘The twenty-six parts included songs, recitation of 
pieces, declamations and readings from the Scholar's Weekly. The 
schools were addressed by Rev. Edward Smiley and Mr. Reuben 
Howarth. It was a pleasant gathering of scholars and their friends. 

Other examinations attended by members of the School Board 
were held at Piscassic, Dec. 11, 1896, and Feb. 11, 1897; at the 
Grammar school, Dec. 14, 1896, and Feb. 12, 1897; at the Pri-
